Partners Around Child Care Help Parents

, In response to the needs of parents, NCA 
has developed the Partners Around Child 
Care Program (PAC). They want to form a 
partnership with businesses to help em- 
ployees meet their child care needs. Joyce 
Bresler, Coordinator of PAC said employ- 
ers need to become involved more with 
their employees’ child care. needs. “Many 
parents are left to depend on the private 
market, and find they cannot afford the cost 
of child care,” said Bresier. “In most cases 
both parents’ have to work, and when they 
begin to cut corners inthe cost of day care, 
they are really sacrificing the quality,” she 
continued. 

Bresler went on to explain the day for 
leaving the kids with extended family mem- 
bers is over and particularly low to middle 
income families. “Neighbors, are usually 
Not equipped to watch children all day,” 
she said. “All they can provide is custodial 


care, this is where PAC helps to meet these 


needs, wo é 

PAC is a plan whereby a company con- 
tributes toward the cost of child care as an 
employee benefit. The program consists of 
a contract between the company and NCA 
which will: purchase child care for their 
employees from a community-w i d e-net- 
work of child care providers; provide infor- 
mation-to employees about-the PAG -Pro- 
gram; refer employees to appropriate child 
care providers; handle parent/caregiver 
complaints; bill the company for its portion 
of the costs; and provide monthly service 
reports. 

PAC is an alternative to an on-site com- 
pany-operated child care center, which in 
the past five years has been an option 
employers have been considering. PAC 
provides an opportunity for employers and 
employees to choose quality child care 
services. 

“This is the greatest thing since sliced 
bread,” said Bresler. “Because we provide 
several options to assist in cutting the cost 
of child care, and provide tax benefits for 
the employer and employee," she 
explained. 

The subsidized child care plan is an 
assistance program where the employer 
pays child care for the employee. The 
employer sets the eligibility scale. 

In 1981 a Tax Act was established where 
a new Category of tax free employee benef- 
its entitled “Dependent Care Assistance 
Programs,” was developed. This act pro- 
vides child care to employes as a tax free 
benefit, as long as the employer meets cer- 
tain requirements. 

Another pian in-cutting child care costsis 
the Cafeteria plan, which permits each 
employee to select the benefits appropriate 
to his/her needs. Under a cafeteria plan 
both taxable, and non-taxable benefits can 
be offered to employees without convert- 
ing the non-taxable benefits into taxable 
benefits 

The voucher program provides the em- 
ployee with a financial subsidy to be used 
toward the purchase of child care services 
at a center chosen by the enipicyee--The 
employer decides whether the subsidy will 
be based on4 flat rate or a sliding fee scale. 

Through the PAC programs, the employ- 
er is released from administrative and man- 
agement responsibility. “We contact places 
that have a diversified staff. Hospitals, 
banks and largér companies,” said Bresler. 
“We make a contract with the employer that 
we handle the administrative burden, PAC 
will in turn bill the employer for the total 


amount.

Forum Held On Juvenile Justice

A community Forum on “The 
State of Juvenile Justice in Ohio” 
was held by the Northeast 
of The Association For Juvenile 
Justice in Ohio recently to discuss 
the needs of county vouth at 
Cleveland State University’s Law 
School, located at: East 18th and 
Euclid Avenue. 

The Forum addressed issues 
raised concerning House Bill 440, 
which was approved November, 
1981, to develop new community 
youth programs to help fess 
serious offenders of the juvenile 
justice system by effectively 
addressing their individual needs. 

A panel of distinguished speak- 
ers gave their views on the status 
of juvenile justice, HB 440, and the 
changes it has brought in working 


with young people and their 
families. ‘ 


Dr. James rs, Director dt 
the Ohio Dept. of Youth Services’ 
was one of the panel speakers. 


Dr. Rogers said. “The more 
serious offender cannot adapt to 
,the community. That is why itis 
important to go into the commun- 
ity and create.more successful! 
ways to alleviate juvenile problems 
without costing the state any more 
monies”. 

In addition to Rogers, speakers 
on the panel were Rep. Mary O. 
Boyle, Judge John F. Corrigan 
and Janet Falsgraf, member of the

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Changing Ohio’s Tax Law 


The‘Ohio legislature has the opportunity in September to 
prevent a loss of state tax revenue, give consumers the 
chance to get more for their money and help Ohio's 
merchants. 

The issue before the legislature is the state's practice of 
taxing cigarettes in multiples of 10. This means that a pack- 
age of 25 cigarettes would be taxed as though it contained 
30 cigarettes, meaning that sumers would be taxed for 
five cigarettes they do not ge® 

One major tobacco company, R.J. Reynolds, is already 
marketing a brand with 25 cigarettes in each pack. Brown 
and Williamson, another large cigarette manufacturer, has 
also announced plans for a similar brand to appear later 
this year. But you will not see Century, the R.J. Reynolds 
brand, in Ohio, nor has Brown and Williamson inctuded 
Ohio in its introductory plans. ‘ 

This is because both companies are suggesting that a 
carton of their 25s brands, with 225 cigarettes, sell at the 
same price as cartons of 200 cigarettes of other brands, 
giving consumers 25 extra cigarettes for their money. But 
Ohio's tax laws would unfairly penalize the 25s pack with an 
excessive tax burden, making it impossible for the compan-; 
ies to offer the planned savings to consumers. 

So unless Ohio's tax laws are changed so that cigarette 
taxes are levied on a per-cigarette basis, taxing a package 
of 25 cigarettes only for 25 cigarettes, Ohio consumers will 
not get this extra value. 

At least some of them won't. But many will. 

That is because Century is already available in 33 states 
which, like the federal government, tax cigarettes on an 
individual cigarette basis. These states include every state 
bordering on Ohio, so those lucky enough to live near our 
borders cam simply head across the state tine to buy 
cigarettes, and probably a number of other products while 
they're shopping. This will mean lost revenue for our mer- 
chants and lost tax revenue for the state. 

By changing Ohio's tax law, the legislature would not 
only help solve these problems, but would also show its 
concern for its black constituents. It is an unfortunate fact 
that too many of our black citizens have.low incomes, so 
any chance to take advantage of a bargain is important. 

Whether people should smoke is not the issue. The fact is 
that many Ohio citizens do choose to smoke, and these 
people should not be denied the opportunity to purchase a 
consumer product at a savings. We do not believe they 
should, and hope that the members of the Ohio legislature 
will agree.

Remarkably, thecomments 
quoted above ‘were written more 
than fifty years ago. In reading 
them, many may ask, why focuson 
Marcus Garvey? Suffice it to say, 
the present times demand it in 
light of this ninety-sixth anniver- 
sary of his birth, August 17, 1887. 
On another level, | am also 
attempting to resurrect his teach- 
ings in-the face of these times of 
psychological crisis. 

| contend the lessons to be 
learned from a thorough reexami- 
nation of the rise and fall of Garvey 
and the Universal Negro Im- 
provement Association and Afri- 
can Communities’ League (UNIA) 
seem more relevant today than at 
any othe; time since his death in 
1940. 1 find it distressing that 
Garvey's comments ring truer now 
than they did over half a century 
ago. 

There is no need to list the litany 
of statistics; that chaos and confu- 


sion reign in black communities 
worldwide is the reality most Afri- 
can people know only too inti- 
mately; that we have unmindfully 
played a significant role in creat- 
ing the conditions in which ive, 


is a truth which demands a radical © 


reappraisal of our so-called social 


and economic progress to date: At 
no timé; however)is it my intention 
to minimize the dominant role 
played by our Euro-American 
oppressors, yet, history teaches 
that no oppressor can. success- 
fully subjugate a people without 
the “cooperation” of that people 
(the rise and fall of the Garvey 
movement being the classic case 
in point). 

Garvey's legacy, and, more’sfji 
nificantly, the present state of so- 
called Black America, is reflective 
of our continued collective refusal 
to take our own group survival 
seriously. 


Our shameful condition today 
must be understood as a direct 
consequence of American black 
leadership's failure (and this 
includes Garvey) to arrive at some 
kind of consensus relative to a via- 
ble program of racial self- 
determination. Here, | stress lead-

the contemporary African- 
American community remains a 
crisis of leadership, and, because 
the majority of our folk have 
proven they will support a sincere, 
grass roots program.

Ac- 
cording to the Department of De- 
fense's estimates, about 16 per- 
cent of draftees during the Viet 
Nam Era were blacks while the 
national black population was ap- 
proximately 11 percent.

Four, a great number of biacks 
volunteered for elite front-l i ne 
units like Airborne or Air Cavairy 
and finally, America fought with a 
truly integrated force in all job 
specialties. 

As a. professional journalist, | 
have made several other observa- 
tions. It must be acknowledged 
that tne military has one of the 
most active, responsive Affir- 
mative Action Programs in this 
country. In addition, military ser- 
vice fs not synonymous. with a 
person's loss of voting rights, and 
it does not prevent a commitment 
to social issues nor preclude posi- 
tive contributions to society. In 
fact, an unskilled person can often- 
times return to his community skill- 
ed and knowledgeable in ways to 
combat the negative factors listed 
in Mr.Leavy's article. In all fair- 
ness, the positive facets of the mil- 
itary should not be overlooked. in 
closing, the word “war” should 
replace “enlistment in the military” 
as a negative environmen- 
tal condition which threatens not 
only the black male's survival but 
everyone's.

Mothers 
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Whites And Blacks 


One reason for the widespread 


withdrawal from oivii rights con- 
Cerne is the iliusion that black pro- 
gress has been so significant that 
special efforts by government and 
the private sector are no longer 
necessary. ; 

But that premise istotalily 
wrong. While no one could deny 
significant progress on a number 


of fronts, the gap between white 
and black Americans has not clos- 
ed; in some respects has acutally 
worsened. 

‘ The latest of many reports doc- 
umenting the continuing black- 
white gap was recently released by 
the Washington-based Center for 
the Study of Social Policy. It says 
that Urban League's State of Black 
America reports and others have 
also reported about the continuing 
gap. But every fresh reminder has 
to be publicized to the utmost, 
since America's leadership retus- 
es to act on the facts. 


What are.those facts? Well, the 
most crucial gap is the income 
gap, Black family income is only 
56 percent of the white median, 
about where it was in 1960 and 
down from 61 percent in 1970. 

That means for every dollar of 
income the typical white family 
has, the typical black family has 
only 56 cents. 

The decline in-family income is 
partly the result of the gap in em- 
ployment opportunities. The black 
unemployment rate is now around 
21 percent -- more than double the 
white rate. 

Black unemployment is far high- 
er than it has been in the:postwar 
era. As aresult fewer blacks are in 
the labor force, defined as com- 
prising people actively looking for 
work. Their futile attempts to find 
work confirm their perception that 
jobs are simply not available. 

The greatest impact is f e It 
among black men. Almost half are 
not working, compared with about 
30 percent of white men. There are 


over three million more black un- ° 


employed men today than there 
were twenty years ago. 

The poverty gap remains as well, 
with a third of black families living 
in poverty compared to a bit overa 
tenth of white families. More strik-

ing, three times as many biack 
children as white are living in poor 
families. 

The one comparatove bright spot 
is in education, where blacks have 
almost closed the gap in schod- 
ing and in illiteracy rates. But high- 
er educational achievement has 
not paid off as well as it has for 
whites: 47 percent of blacks with 


four or more years of college earn- 
6d incomes in the $20-40,000 brac-. 
ket. But so too, did the same per- 
centage of whites with only a high 
school education. si 

There's a lot more, all’ of it indiy: 
cating that blacks continue to be 
disproportionately disadvantag- 
ed, and that the tragic black- white 
gap is not closing. 

Some read these figures as: 
proof that the Great Society failed. 
Nothing could be further from the, 
truth. In fact, without the Great 
Society programs the gap-would | 
be far wider than it is and the poor ' 
of both races would be mor B 
numérous and in. greater need. 
The Great Society programs were. 
grossly underfunded andnever 
reached more-than a fraction of 
the disadvantaged. Further, they * 
were in large part responsible for 
the gains blacks have made 

We've already noted a dramatic 
rise in black educational achieve- 
ment. There has also be&n a mark- 
ed increase in black managers and 
administrators, and a closing of 
the income gap among two-earner 
black families. And t h e black- _ 
white gap in most areas was grad- 
ually closing during the years of 
the Great Society programs 

The Great Society did have a 
profound positive effect on the 
black condition, but its achieve- 
ments were undercut by four re- 
cessions in twelve years which 
have hit blacks hardest and wiped 
out many of their temporary gains 

Instead of beating on the Great | 
Society, our leaders ought to be 
framing policies that provide em-*: 


ployment opportunities for all and -- 


pressing for removal of discrimi- 
natory barriers that disadvantage 
blacks. 

The continuing black-white gap 
is also a gap between our flawed 
nation and the equal opportunity 
society. it can and should be.

She wrote that she taught 
“behind the sun where people 
washed their clothes with a block 
and battering ram” in a one room 
log house. Her pupils ranged in 
age from five,to twenty years. 


Both her parents were slaves 
who were emancipated at an early 
age. Her father, through many 
obstacles, learned to read and 
write while a slave, and later 
became a school teacher. 


He, along with the late William 
Council, established Huntsville 
Normal School, now the Alabama 
Agricultural and Mechanical 
College. 


Through all the demanding 
activities of a minister's life, Mrs. 
Caver remained a constant heip- 
mate to her husband in the 
churches he pastored and in their 
civic life. 

At Mt. Zion Baptist Church in 
Little Rock, Arkansas, she directed 
the choir and founded young peo- 
ple's and women's groups. At 
Bethany Baptist Church, she led 
the “Women's Council, which 
served the Glenville area of Cleve- 
land; and started The Cadets, and 
other young people's groups. 

The family experienced lean 
financial times particularly during 
the Great Depression of the 
1930's, yet the children made not- 
able strides in education. 

The late Mrs. Caver was also 
helpful when her husband estab- 
lished an NAACP chapter in 
Arkansas, and also an ice factory 
in that state. 

Mrs. Caver was a board member 
of the Cleveland Church Federa- 
tion, past president of the Glenville 
District of the United Church 
Women of Cleveland, and a board 
member of the Cleveland Baptist 
Association. ' 

She often solicited for civic 
drives such as the Heart Fund and 
the March of Dimes. 

In addition to her children, Mrs. 
Caver is mourned by six grand- 
children, 16 great grandchildren, 
and other relatives and friends. 
Mrs. Caver lived her life as she 
recorded in her Memoirs: “One 
must have the spirit of adventure, 
ready to explore new horizons in. 
life, must have faith, believing 
there is destiny thet -chapes our 
end, a_purpose-in--everytiving, 
nothing accidental--just a begin- 
ning to a God-ordered end.”
